BENEFICIAL INSECTS. 
MILLIONS TURNED LOOSE. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SACRAMENTO, June 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Business was good at the 
State Insectary last month. Approxi- 
mately 12,000,000 beneficial insects were 
distributed free to the crop producers 
of California during that period. This 
is an average of nearly 600,000 Insects 
for each working day of the month and 
is indicative of the capacity of that 
institution when its resources are fully 
developed. The output of comys fusca, 
the parasite on the brown apricot 
scale, was unprecedented and exceeded 
in numbers that of any season in the 
history of the State Commission of 
Horticulture. 

More than 4200 colonies, containing 
A total of 100,000 of these active little 
files, were bred out, collected, packed 
and distributed to infected orchards 
during May. 

The great increase in numbers is in 
a measure due to improved methods 
of handling the material, devised and 
put in operation for the first time 
during the past month, and which not 
alone doubled the collecting factlities 
but eliminated the possibility of any 
foreign material going out with the 
colonies,

For 
nearly eight years I was the head of a 
great nation and cha especially 
with the conduct of its foreign policy;

dividuai in dealing with other indi- 
viduals.

Southern California Officers and 
Posses, With Bloodhounds, Go Into 
Mountains in Pursuit of Jail Break- 
ers Accused of Slaying Watchman. 


SENSATIONAL man-hunt, rival- 1

of San Luis Obispo county. Sheriffs 
and their posses from seven counties 
have joined in running to earth two 
desperadoes who will not submit to 
arrest without bloodshed, unless they 
can be disarmed by strategy. 

The objects of the systematic search 
are John Hodnutt and John Harrison, 
©xX-convicts,- who on last Thursday 
broke from the San Luis Obispo jail, 
where they were confined on charges 
of murder. 

Information that Hodnutt was seen 
Monday at Pozo caused a call to be 
sent to all officials in Southern Cali 
fornia to assist in running the bad 
men o earth. It was responded to by 
seven sheriffs, who hastened toward 
the stronghold of the fugitives in the 
— gathering posses on the

in tracking the men to their natura,

bravery, as it is more than likely that 
some one will be shot. The fugitives 
have the advgntage of their hiding 
place and could hold out against hal? 
a dozen times their number with 
ease. It is likely that their friend« 
have also furnished them with food, 
— will not be easy to starve them 
ou 

Sheriff Yancy McFadden, who has a 
reputation as a fighter, is leading the 
chase, He will brook no delay once 
he has located his prey: He is not 
lacking in courage to storm them in 
ambush, or wherever they may fe 
found. The other leaders of posses 
are Sherif Hammel of 2 Angeles, 
Sheritt Nat Stuart of Santa Barbara, 
merit E. G. McMartin of Ventura, 
Sheriff J. W. Kelly of Kern county, 
Sheriff W. V. Buckner of Kings county 
and W. J. Nesbit of Monterey county. 

John Rude, a night watchman at 
Paso Robles, was shot to death on 
the night of March 16, last. Hodnutt 
and Harrison were immediately sus- 
pected, as clews which pointed to them 
remained at the building which Rude 
was guarding from burglars. 

THEIR FIRST FLIGHT. 

Sheriff McFadden started in pursuit. 
The men took to the mountains. The 
officer followed them with a large 
posse. For days they kept the trail of 
the pair. The pursuers suffered al- 
most unbearable hardships in the cold- 
ness of the heights. Not a man es- 
caped without some part of his body 
being frozen. Death threatened sev- 
eral and they were saved only by the 
care bestowed on them by their com- 
rades. They were kept up by the spirit 
of the chase, which was to avenge the 
death of a brother officer. The fleeing 
men finally were surprised and taken 
Into custody and lodged in the San 
Luis Obispo County Jalil. 

Careful guard was maintained, but 
the structure of the jail made it dif- 
cult to watch the immates at all hours 
of the day. They had accomplices who 
waited patiently to assist them in es- 
caping. Modern tools for removing 
steel bars were passed to them and on 
the night of the 2nd inst. they sawod 
through the bars. Their blankets and 
coats were used to deaden the sounds. 
The delivery was not discovered until 
early the next morning. 

Since then Sheriff’ McFadden has 
given but few hours to sleep. With 
him the capture of the escaped pris- 
oners is a matter of pride. He of- 
fered a reward for their arrest and 
seattered throughout the State circu- 
lars giving their déscription. 

The officer was satisfied that the 
men had taken to the mountains, but! 
had no idea of their exact location 
until word came to him Monday that 
Hodnutt was seen at Pozo. Super-

Persecution Alleged Because 
He's of Hebrew Faith. 


The long, strong arm of the Austrian 
government reached all the way out | 
to Los Angeles for a victim, under | 
circumstances similar to those con- 
nected with the famous Dreyfus case 
in France, in recent years. But the 
Jew in this latest sensational affair 
succeeded a few days ago in evading | 
his pursuers just when they belle 

they could take him in charge and ex- | 
tradite him. Behind the general facts) 
that have become semi-poblie in official 
circles, there is an interesting story | 
of political intrigue connected with the | 
court of Emperor Francis Joseph. 

Within the year, three officers of the | 
Imperial Guard stationed in the City 
of Cracow, which. formerly was the 
capital of Poland, were suspected of, 
treasonable conduct. It was charged | 
that they had been selling secrets of 
the Austrian army to the Russian 
government, and agents of the Czar 
were arrested not only in Cracow, but 
in other dependencies of Austria, as 
well. Several arrests of officials of 
various station followed, creating a 
sensation that only the strictest orders 
of the Emperor prevented from becom- 
ing common scandal. 

According to the story related by the 
refugee in this city, the officers in- 
volved conspired to piace ail the blame 
upon him for no other reason than 
the fact he was of the Hebrew faith. 
This man, Fraacis Garth Datner, main- 
tains that a strong sentiment is prev- 
alent in Austrian army circles against 
the people of his race, and that the 
conspirators planned to avail them- 
selves of it. To avoid undue appear- 
ance of persecution, two ates of 
Datner in the Imperial Guards were 
also denounced. | 

MOTHER GIVES ALARM.

LANs to effect a daring jall-break 
PP moter cover of a fire were frus- 

trated shortly after 6 o'clock last 
night by vigilant and skeptical offi- 
cers, who used the hose freely and 
called into service a fireman with a 
chemical tank.

FER two- secret conferences with 
the “Council on electric and 
phone rates, now the cause of a 
referendum war, the Mayor gave it yp 
yesterday and announced that “noth- 
ing will be done.“ Even the coarse Ital- 
lan hand of EK. T. Earl, which appeared 
fiakediy, did not drive: the Council to 
reverse its action of ten days ago. In 
the meantime the referendum special 
election becomes more certain, 
Developments show the Mayor's atti- 
tude slighly incongruous. After the 
sent his letter to the electric com- 
panies Monday demanding that their 
referendum peétition be filed at once 
he called a conference of the Council- 
men and the officials of the companies 
for an early hour yesterday morning. 
It was well attended, all the Council- 


men being present and each company 
having representatives. Lissner, 


who

Discussion disclosed that the Mayor 
was opposed to reconsidering the light 
rates, but that he was in favor of in- 
creasing telephone rates about 10 per 
cent. Just why he, holding such views,

Incidentally, it developed that E. T. 
Earl, would-be boss of the Lissner out- 
fit. and its underwriter, financially, 
oceupies the same strange position.

Both telephone and electric officials 
are wondering if there was not a 
scheme laid to work a compromise on 
the telephone increase at the expense 
of the light companies.

E NEW U. S. A. 
Under the governorship of Lord Gladstone and 
the premiership of Rt. Hon. Louis Botha, the new 
U.S.A., Union of South Africa, has started its 
career with the best wishes of the whole world. 

It is only a small U.S. A. as compared with our 
own, for the ares of the united colonies of the Cape 
of Good Hope, Natal, the Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State is but 666,629 square miles, compared 
with 3,616,484 in this vast land. 

the 


Interesting indeed is this new U.S.A. It is 
land of the Boer War, that bitter struggle in 
which a handful of farmers who could shoot straight 
proved to Great Britain that some generals were 
not such “first-class fighting men” as they ought to 
have been. Moreover, within its borders are located 
the world’s greatest and most famous diamond 
fields, those at Kimberly, and that marvelous gold- 

region called, for short, “the Rand.” 

The Union of South Africa is the third of the 
great overseas British federations which Kipling 
spoke of as “daughter am I in my mother’s house, 
but mistress in my own.” Canada and Australia 
are the others. The Dominion and the Common- 
wealth are, like this United States, far larger than 
the. Union of South Africa. Canada has an area 
of 3,729,665 square miles, while Australia ap- 

8,000,000. But, thanks to its colored pop- 
ulation, the new federation has almost as many in- 
habitents as the Dominion and outranks Australia 
in this respect. __ i 

However, though small, the new Union can 
grow, It is stated to be the intention to later on 
include within its borders nearly one-half million 
square miles of native protectorates still directly 
under the control of the imperial government, and 
Rhodesia, now administered by the British South 
Africa Company. 
Although it has come into being some time after 
the death of Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
new federation ig really a monument to the Scot- 
tish statesman.

eggs, two cupfuls of milk, two cupfuls 
of whipped cream, one-quarter tea 
spoonful salt. one tablespoonful of 
strawberry juice, some ripe strawber- 
ries and whipped cream for decoration. 
Put the gelatin into a sauce pan, add 
sugar, milk, salt and eggs slightly 
beaten. Stir over a slow fire till they 
thicken slightly, then strain into a 
basin. When cool add strawberry juice 
and the whipped cream. Pour into a 
square wet mold. Turn out when set 
and decorate with whipped an 
sweetened cream and strawberries. 

To make that delicious pastry, cher- 
ry roll, take a sheet of rich pie pastry, 
cover it thickly with pitted cherries, 
sprinkle with sugar, roll up and place 
in the baking dish and bake in a hot 
oven until well browned. Serve hot 
with cherry sauce. Cream one-half 
cupful of butter with a cupful of su- 
gar, stir in as many pitted cherries as 
the sauce will hold without separating. 

Cherry pudding is also delicious. 
Butter a wound quart mold and nearly 
fill it with fine, ripe, pitted cherries. 
Make a batter with four eggs, one and 
one-quarter cupfuls of milk, one tabie- 
spoonful of sugar, one-quarter’ tea- 
spoonful of salt and six tablespoonfuls 
of sifted flour (sifted after measuring.) 
Beat all together untfl smooth 
light, pour it over the cherries in the 
mold, put on a tight fitting cover and 
boll the pudding for one hour and a 
half. If time is Umited, make indi- 
vidual puddings and steam for half an 
hour. Serve with liquid sauce, flavored 
with lemon or almond and made very 
sweet.
